including "Monster” and Trey Songz’s “Bottoms Up.” Mina] could get grit- 
tier and more clever with her topics on future albums, but at least she’s 
out there repping for the estrogen element of rap. 

Verdict: Heips 

Fem-cee legacy 

The biggest shame about Minaj Is that she is so polarizing to other fe- 
male artists. She totally ticked off LH’ Kim with her real, or imagined, dis- 
respect, and recently Khia of "My Neck, My Back ’ fame suggested she be 
shot on sight for "Pink Friday.” Though I buy that some Barbie backlash 
is rooted in jealousy by underemployed artists, Minaj’s constant threats 
and boasts of riches ain’t helping matters. If Minaj starts using her star 
power to bring her fellow fem-cees into the mainstream fold, all will be 
forgiven. Till then ...

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REDEYE GETS INSIDE THE HEAD 
OF THE ‘BIRTHDAY SEX’ SINGER

REDEYE 

Jeremih looks the part of an R&B star. 

The tall, lanky 23 -year-old, who hails from Mor- 
gan Park, showed up at the RedEye offices for an 
interview in oversized shades and a sleek gun-met- 
al gray jacket. 

On the way from the elevators to a conference 
room, he mumbled something speedy and rhyth- 
mical. 

When asked about it, Jeremih (pronounced 
“Jare-uh-m)f’) responded, somewhat shyly 

“Aw nothing, just a new song Em working on.” 

If the new song is anything like his old ones, he 
should be fine. 

After all, the “Birthday Sex” singer went from 
an undergrad at the University of Illinois at Cham- 
paign-Urbana and, later, Columbia College of 
Chicago, to an R&B music star in the space of a 
year. In 2009, his first mainstream single, “Birth- 
day,” caught the ear of urban radio in Chicago, and 
from there it went platinum, careening to the top 
of Billboard’s R&B/Hip-Hop charts. 

The song— produced by Jeremih’s Columbia 
College schoolmate and friend, Mick Schultz— 
catapulted him into the public eye with appear- 
ances, including one at the 2009 BET Music 
Awards. 

On Sunday Jeremih will take the stage at All- 
state Arena for WGCI-FM’s Big Jam along with 
Waka Flocka Flame, Ciara, Jazmine Sullivan and 
Ludacris. (A label rep said Thursday that Waka 
Flocka Flame still was scheduled to perform after 
TMZ reported police searched his Georgia home.) 
Early next year, Jeremih says he will drop a mixtape 
that will showcase more of his other talent: rap- 
ping. He compared his lyrical style and sound to 
another famous Chicagoan. 

“People would say it reminds them of Kanye,” 
Jeremih said. 

His sophomore effort, ‘All About libu,” which 
Schultz produced, debuted in September on the 
Def Jam label. Though Jeremih sang solo on his

breakthrough album, this second effort sucked in 
stars like some kind of R&B black hole. 

The first single, “I Like,” featured Def Jam 
label-mate Luda. The second single, “Down 
on Me,” a club collaboration with 
50 Cent, is climbing the Billboard 
charts and topping local radio hot 
lists. “Down” also has shown viral 
chops. Viral video star lip-syncer 
Keenan Cahill took on the time 
last month and was rewarded 
with a comedic cameo from 
50 Cent and more than 
12 million views to date on 
\buTube 

But whether singing or 
rapping, Jeremih is work- 
ing hard, and it’s paying 
off, he said. This year, he 
became a first-time hom- 
eowner, purchasing a condo 
in the South Loop— the 
same neighborhood where 
producer Schultz lives and 
operates a studio. 

“Life is good,” Jer- 
emih said.

Seasonal workers 
say holiday’s a boost

In a McDonald’s parking lot across from 
Wrigley Field, Jon Bayless sawed off the 
stump of an evergreen with a chainsaw 
and strapped the tree to the roof of a cus- 
tomer’s car. 

Bayless has spent the past month here, 
sleeping in a cramped trailer with no run- 
ning water more than 200 miles from his 
family in Clintonville, Wis. And yet he is 
grateful for the work. 

Bayless, 41, has been unemployed for 
more than three years after losing his job as 
a restaurant manager. He can earn enough 
money selling evergreens to pay January’s 
child support and put gifts for his seven chil- 
dren under a Christmas tree of his own. 

“You can’t believe how nice it is to give 
the kids Christmas presents once I get 


home,” he said. 

Bayless is one of several men from cen- 
tral Wisconsin who follow the flow of ever- 
greens to Chicago this time of year, selling 
Christmas trees in parking lots to make 
ends meet. Many are seasonal workers, but 
a few, such as Bayless, are unable to And 
other jobs the rest of the year. 

Bayless works for the Arneson fam- 
ily, which owns a Christmas tree farm in 
Shawano, Wis. Amber Arneson, whose 
family has been selling Christmas trees in 
Chicago for 70 years, said she occasionally 
employs tree salesmen who “have fallen on 
hard times.” 

“We try to help them out,” she said. 
“Most of them just want to make a little ex- 
tra holiday money so they can buy their kids 
presents. That’s all they reaUy care about.” 

The men travel to Chicago because it is 
getting harder to And work in central Wis- 
consin, where factory closures have bat- 
tered the manufacturing-based economy 

From June 2009 to June 2010, Mara- 


thon, Portage and Wood counties— where 
most people in central Wisconsin live and 
work— lost about 4,000 jobs, a 2.7 percent 
decline that impacts the entire local econ- 
omy according to Randy Cray, an econom- 
ics professor at University of Wisconsin- 
Stevens Point. 

Earlier this month, NewPage Corp. an- 
nounced it will close its paper mill in cen- 
tral Wisconsin by February 2011, shedding 
about 360 more jobs. 

“The bottom line is we’ve been hit hard 
by this recession,” Cray said. “There are a 
lot of individuals who are having a tough 
time of it, to say the least.” 

Last year was Bayless’ first year selling 
Christmas trees and he went home with 
about $1,800, or about $50 a day Before 
returning this year he applied for about 50 
management jobs, but only received one 
call back. 

“This job is a godsend,” he said. “If I 
didn’t have that money, we’d be having a 
pretty lean Christmas.”

‘Honeybee’ 
victim IDs 
gunman

The Lowell, Ind., farmer wounded in a two-state 
shooting spree has identified Gary Amaya as the 
man who shot him, Lake County Sheriff Roy 
Dominguez said Thursday 

But authorities stopped short of saying defini- 
tively that Amaya is the “honeybee” killer who 
terrorized parts of northern Illinois and north- 
west Indiana in October. The gunman asked at 
least one victim about honeybees. 

Will County Sheriff Paul Kaupas said investi- 
gators are still looking at “forensic evidence” that 
could provide the definitive link. 

Amaya, 48, was shot dead with his own gun 
while trying to rob an Orland Park tanning salon 
Saturday 

Investigators have matched ballistic evidence 
from the .38 Colt revolver used in the robbery to 
the shootings in rural Beecher and Lowell, Ind. 

Kaupas said investigators who searched Ama- 
ya’s home in downstate Rankin on Monday re- 
trieved weapons, ammunition and rope. 

Law enforcement officials said the evidence 
so far links Amaya to those earlier shootings, but 
more information is needed. 

Officials have not said whether Amaya may 
be responsible for other crimes in the region but 
admitted he was not “on their radar” before the 
robbery attempt over the weekend. Amaya has 
no criminal history except for a minor traffic vio- 
lation in Grundy County officials said. 

Amaya, an unemployed truck driver, loved 
ham radio, hunting and smiley face emoticons, 
and lived for a time at a hunting lodge in Morris 
where he tended a honeybee farm, according to 
police, friends and his Internet postings. 


Emanuel hearing wraps up

What might go down as one of the more memorable hearings 
in city elections history wrapped up Thursday with closing argu- 
ments from lawyers for mayoral hopeful Rahm Emanuel and those 
trying to knock him off the ballot. 

After three long days, Emanuel opponents argued that the for- 
mer White House chief of staff who returned to Chicago this fall 
violated both the letter and spirit of a statute requiring candidates 
to reside in the city a year before an election. His own lawyers 
said the opposite was true and told a hearing officer that Emanuel 
never officially gave up his residency and always intended to come 
back to the city that is and was his home. 

Kevin Eorde, a lawyer for Emanuel, pointed out that during 


12 hours of testimony before hearing officer Joseph Morris this 
week, Emanuel said he was shocked to learn there could be a con- 
troversy over his residency 

“The reason that he was shocked is because he did understand 
the residency requirements,” Eorde said. 

The issue is not whether Emanuel quickly established a Chica- 
go residence in September after Mayor Daley’s surprise announce- 
ment that he would not seek re-election, Eorde said, but whether 
Emanuel gave up residency when he went to the White House. 

Morris gave both sides until Monday to file written briefs in 
support of their arguments. Morris said he hopes to make a rec- 
ommendation by Thursday when the Chicago Board of Election 
Commissioners could vote on the issue.

Bread cred 



Graham Elliot’s much- 
hyped sandwich shop, 
Grahamwich, Is open. 
Is It worth the buzz? 


By Lisa Arnett 

It was almost 
two years ago 
when Chicago 
started buzzing 
about Graha- 
mwich, the counter-service sandwich, 
snack and soft-serve shop dreamed up 
by Graham Elliot (above), chef behind the River North restaurant of the same name. Elliot’s 
growing fame from gigs such as culinary director of Lollapalooza and judge on EoxTV’s “Mas- 
terChef ” only fueled the anticipation as he chronicled the opening of Grahamwich by feeding 
foodie fans bits and pieces via Twitter. A mention of an address here and a tease of the menu 
there led to a Twitter frenzy days before Wednesday’s big opening. We hopped in line— not 
much longer than our daily Starbucks queue— on opening day to get a long-awaited taste.

Be prepared for ... your bill to add up fast. 
Sandwiches are $10, snacks (popcorn, chips, 
salad or pickled veggies) are $5, and sodas are 
$3. Order one of each for two people and you’re 
at $40. Cheap eating this isn’t, though you will 


be plenty full when you leave. 

We were mesmerized by ... the fleet of news- 
boy cap-clad staffers cheerily toiling away at 
their assigned tasks-from pouring house- 

made soda from the tap 
to piling pastrami on 
marbled rye-and shout- 
ing “New ticket!’’ every 
time a handwritten order 
was passed down the 
line. Elliot was his jovial, 
F-bomb-dropping self, 
pingponging between 
the counter, kitchen and 
door to greet customers. 

The most frequently 
overheard question 

was ...“Is there more 
seating downstairs?’’ 

No, that’s the kitch- 
en. Because seating 
is limited to one long 


communal table in the back, plus a stand-and- 
eat shelf in front of the counter, carryout is 
already popular. 

The sandwiches we tried ... were good. After 
so much anticipation, we have to admit we 
hoped to have our mind blown at first bite. 
Instead, we found ourselves doing the “Sure, 
this tastes good’’ head nod. 

Our overall favorite ... was the beef shortrib 
sandwich. Rings of pickled shallot and creamy 
horseradish spread gave just the right kick to 
tender hunks of meat. As big fans of tossing 
potato chips or pretzels onto a sandwich for 
a salty, crunchy punch, we were psyched to 
see shoestring potatoes on the ingredient list. 
Unfortunately, the other moist toppings robbed 
them of their snap, so we hardly noticed them. 

We*d take a pass on ... the jibarito press, a play 
on the traditional Puerto Rican sandwich with 
morsels of pork shoulder, green mango shreds, 
queso fresco crumbles and a spicy habanero 


mustard in between two thin planks of crispy 
plantains. Once the crackery plantain “bread” 
splits, the whole thing’s a mess. 

If you’re having a bad day ... try the deca- 
dently rich grilled cheese. This gooey mash of 
shredded Wisconsin Cheddar, cheese curds and 
tomato marmalade is comfort food to the max. 

We won’t be surprised if ... customers gripe 
about value when it comes to the snacks. 
Awesomeness is expected when small bags 
of chips and popcorn cost $5 apiece. But the 
potato chips (with flavoring described as “fresh 
herbs + bacon bits + Cheddar cheese + ranch 
powder”) had our dining companion asking 
“Where’s the bacon?” and the truffle oil-driz- 
zled, cracked pepper-dusted popcorn felt like 
a rip-off compared to the addictive parmesan- 
laden popcorn we gobbled for $2 at Little Italy 
eatery Three Aces (1321 W. Taylor St.) last week.

tiny cubes of roasted apple, crumbled pie crust 
and salted caramel. We’d bathe in a tub of this 
stuff if we could. 

We were disappointed by ... the house-made 
sodas. The orange-ginger and lemon-lime so- 
das don’t taste much different than your store- 
bought usuals. 

Bottom iine: Yes, there’s been a lot of 
Grahamwich buzz for a while now, but we sug- 
gest you check your inflated anticipation at the 
door and remember that it’s a sandwich shop, 
not a theme park. Elliot himself says in his de- 
scription of Grahamwich, “While [a sandwich] 
might not change your life, it will certainly 
brighten your day.’’ Though our minds weren’t 
blown and the prices may not be everyday 
lunch-friendly for most budgets, we had some 
decent sandwiches and a fun time.

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Wahiberg’s big fight 


Boxing tale finally opens after 
five years of producer’s battle 
to get film off the ground

In “The Fighter,” Mark Wahlberg faces jabs, low blows 
and dirty fighting— and that’s just from his mother, 
crackhead brother and seven shrewish sisters. 

The film, opening Friday tells the story of 1990s 
welterweight boxer “Irish Micky” Ward and his trou- 
bled half-brother, Dicky Ecklund (Christian Bale), 
and was directed by David O. Russell. 

Wahlberg has earned a Golden Globe nomination 
for playing the once-promising young fighter from 
Lowell, Mass., whose girlfriend (Amy Adams) helps 
pull him from his family’s tentacles and put him on the 
road to a championship. She’s essentially the Adrian in 
this real-life “Rocky” Aet so, in away is Wahlberg, who 
as the film’s producer stuck with the project as actors, 
directors and five years came and went. 

Wahlberg said he was attracted to Ward’s improba- 
ble rags-to-riches story because it resembled his own. 

“There were so many similarities between myself 
and Micky it wasn’t even funny,” said Wahlberg, who, 
for starters, comes from a family of exactly nine kids 
himself and grew up in Boston’s blighted Dorchester 
neighborhood. 

“I grew up 30 minutes from where Micky was from. 
I met him for the first time when I was 18,” Wahlberg 
said. “I was a huge fan because of how he won the title 
against all odds, because of his relationship with his 
hometown of Lowell, because of his relationship with 
his mother and his sibling.” 

Wahlberg also recognizes similarities in his struggle

to get the film made. “What he had to do to accom- 
plish his goals and to win the title was everything that 
we had to do to get the movie made,” the producer 
said. 

Wahlberg’s half-decade battle to get the film made 
included losing first Matt Damon and then Brad Pitt 
for the role of Ward’s half-brother and trainer, Dicky 
Eklund— a once well-regarded boxer whose descent 
into cocaine addiction was chronicled in the 1995 


HBO documentary “High on Crack Street: Lost 
Lives in Lowell.” 

The project took another long count when the 
film’s original director, Darren Aronofsky, left it to 
pursue MGM’s aborted “RoboCop” remake and to 
eventually direct the just-released “Black Swan.” 

“We were fairly close,” Wahlberg said of the film’s 
progress at the time. “We thought we had a cast and 
start dates. But it just wasn’t meant to be.” At some 
point, he recalls, Aronofsky “just said it wasn’t going 
to happen. And so it was like, ‘OK, well. I’m going to 
figure this out. I’ll find another way to do it.’ ” 

That turned out to involve finding a new Dicky 
Eklund in the famously intense Christian Bale, who 
had made himself almost skeletal for the role of 
the sleep-deprived protagonist of “The Machinist” 
(2004) and could tackle the fast- talking, physically- 
ravaged Eklund. 

“His and my daughter went to the same school,” 
Wahlberg said of Bale. “I saw him there and I thought, 
‘Hmmm.’ He’s done some pretty amazing work and 
certainly has physically transformed himself in a way 
that would be required for him to play Dicky Eklund. 
And I just said, ‘Hey you’ve got to read this thing.’ I 
got him the script and he read it and he responded to 
it immediately” 

Bale repeated his “Machinist” feat for the role, los- 
ing weight to play Dicky But he wasn’t the only ac- 
tor to transform for “The Fighter.” Wahlberg, 39, is a 
stickler for realism, too, and he trained for more than 
four years in a ring he built inside his California home. 

“I didn’t want to look like an actor who could box a 
bit,” he said, “I wanted to look like a boxer who could 
win the world welterweight title.”

T rue story hits the head but not the body

Micky’s a bit 
too distant for the solid Wahlberg to reg- 
ister as much as he should; the movie 
has more to say about Dicky’s delusion 
and the importance of self-preservation. 
But no one seems to say as much as the 
guys’ gaggle of sisters, a nosy Greek 
chorus that tilts the film’s realism closer 
to commercialized clutter.

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Bale transforms 
himself again

Christian Bale’s work in “The Fighter” as drug- 
using ex-boxer Dicky Eklund is the latest exam- 
ple of how the actor transforms himself for a role. 

It can be as subtle as the deep-throated growls 
of Batman in “The Dark Knight” or as obvious 
as the massive amount of weight he lost for “The 
Machinist.” For Bale, taking on a role is a process 
of building the character that changes each time. 

“I really don’t have a system,” said Bale, who 
has earned Screen Actors Guild and Golden 
Globe award nominations for the role. “No mat- 
ter where it starts, with each little bit I hope that 
it will meet at one point later on. I always start 
with ‘Christ, how am I going to do this?’ I always 
forget how hard it is to go through the kind of 
birthing pains of putting a character together.” 

To play Eklund, Bale traded his normal Welsh 
accent for a Boston brogue, shaved in a bald spot 
and lost enough weight to look like a cocaine ad- 
dict. 

Because “The Fighter” is based on the true 
story of boxing champ Micky Ward and his self- 
destructive brother. Bale was able to use the real 
Eklund as a model. The only problem: Bale found 
Eklund to be such a character, he actually had to 
underplay the role. 

“Dicky’s got his own thing going on. He calls 
it Dickynese. I really had to tone down his natu- 
ral rhythm and voice because I understand him 
completely now because my ear’s with it. But, if 
I had done it exactly like Dicky, we would have 
needed subtitles,” Bale says. “With Dicky there 
was so much going on including a fused spine 
that dictates a lot of his body language. It was all 
one big thing that I had to break down— brick by 
brick— to be able to play him.”

A jolly good show 
that comes up short 


Before and after he becomes King George 
VI, Prince Albert (Colin Firth) listens to his 
wife’s (Helena Bonham Carter) advice and 
consults a speech therapist (Geoffrey Rush), 
who’s sure his unorthodox methods can cure 
His Royal Highness of a stammering prob- 
lem. Albert’s brother, Edward (Guy Pearce), 
meanwhile, is more worried about whom he 
can marry than what his royal title means. 

The buzz: This Oscar-baiting film has been 
regarded as a sure-thing nominee for Best 
Picture, with likely nominations coming for 
Firth, Rush and Bonham Carter. 

The verdict: It’s easy to like “The King’s 
Speech.” The performances, including the 
ever-reliable Timothy Spall as Winston 
Churchill, are fantastic. The movie’s intel- 
ligent charm doesn’t hinder its streak of 
dry wit. Many leaders are made, not born, 
and “Speech” charts a man conquering his 
own unconscious corrections while learning 
what’s expected of a monarch. Yet George 
doesn’t have to make any big decisions of his 
own, and a lot of the story sort of happens 



to him. The film fortunately doesn’t try to 
unravel the specific cause of the stammer, 
but it also doesn’t open up the story into a 
profound character study or deconstruction 
of royal procedure. Most people will enjoy 
“The King’s Speech,” and many will forget it 
immediately afterwards.

Some critics are saying that Paul Rudd’s per- 
formance in “How Do %u Know” is his best 
ever, but the actor is humbled by the praise. 

“That’s great to hear,” Rudd told RedEye 
during a recent interview in his New York ho- 
tel suite. “There were a lot of elements that I 
loved about this character. The main one was 
James Brooks. He’s such a great writer and 
filmmaker.” 

The Newjersey native stars opposite Reese 
Witherspoon, Jack Nicholson and Owen Wil- 
son in the rom-com, opening Friday about 
a high-profile softball player trying to find 
love. Rudd plays George, a junior executive 
working for his dad (Nicholson) whose world 
comes crashing down when a mistake he 
seemingly made results in an FBI investiga- 
tion. On top of that, his girl has dumped him. 

A despondent George reconnects with 
Fisa (Witherspoon), the softball star who re- 
cently was cut from her team and with whom 
George once canceled a blind date. Unfor- 
tunately Lisa now is living with a cocky pro 


baseball player (Wilson) who is having a hard 
time saying no to his female groupies. 

Collectively none of them can figure out 
what they really want until Lisa finally makes 
what seemingly is the right move for her. 

Rudd, who has appeared in “Clueless,” 
“Knocked Up,” “Forgetting Sarah Marshall” 
and “Role Models,” said the cast was another 
reason he chose to do the film. “The oppor- 
tunity to work with such great people doesn’t 


come around that often,” he said, “so it didn’t 
matter what the script was like.” 

But the title on the cover of that script begs 
the question: How did Rudd know? 

“How did I know what?” Rudd, 41, who has 
been married for nearly eight years, said with a 
slight grin. “How did I know when I feU in love 
with my wife? WeU, I don’t think it’s an eas- 
ily answered question. It seems that the most

don’t think that that’s quite right either. Maybe 
in some cases it is, or for some people it is. But 
maybe that’s just away to avoid the question.” 

Rudd couldn’t avoid busting out his karaoke 
prowess in the film, but then again, it doesn’t 
seem like he minds crooning onscreen. One 
of his best scenes comes when a drunken 
George channels his inner Teddy Pendergrass 
and belts out “Turn off the Lights.” Rudd 
credits Brooks for allowing him to go there 
and sing the song. 

“I love that song, and it’s something I’ve 
sung many times at karaoke,” he said. ‘And I 
thought being drunk and depressed and sing- 
ing the most kind of sexy explicit, awesome, 
tasty Teddy Pendergrass song would be funny 
I think we all have a little Teddy in us!”
